Copt. Gene Steele Home After Year 
Of Helicopter Duty in Vietnam 


A jew weeks back Mr. Cook made 
the statement that the average cost per 
pupil in school for this year would bs 
$560. II you are like we are this did not 
m ean too much since we did not know 
what the cost had been in the past or 
w hat the cost is for other schools. 
But this past week we received a 
news story that said 
that during the 
coming year, 
Texas will be spending 
$505 for each pupil and that the average 
cost per child 
{or 
1966-67 w as $479. 
So, 
we would say that our local 
school must be operating efficiently {or 
it to stay that close to the state average 
when you consider all of the {actors in­ 
volved. Since there are more schools 
larger than ours and the larger the school 
the easier it is to have a lower per pupil 
cost we would be inclined to lee! that 
our school is doing about as well as one 


could expect. 
In this same story we find that some 
2 596 OOO 
students are back in Texas 
classrooms this fall. Up 42,000 over last 


year. 


Army Captain Gone Steele 
is spending most of his time 
resting since his return from 
Vietnam 
Aug. 23. 
He ha I 
been there for a year serving 
as aircraft maintenance officer 
at Cu Chi, 15 miles North­ 
west of Saigon. 
He 
was 
assigned 
to 
the 
116th 
Assault 
Helicopter 
Company located at the 25th 
Infantry Division Base Camp. 
Long hours were the usual 
routine as his days started at 
5 a.m. As a helicopter pilot, he 
would be on operations until 
6 p.m. and then his responsi­ 
bility as maintenance officer 
would sometimes 
keep him 
busy until midnight. 
When asked what the most 
difficult task he had to do ho 
said that ii was keeping air­ 
craft availability 
to meet 
mission requirements. Of 31 
aircraft, he had to have 35 
ready. 
He flew 250 missions and 
has 500 combat hours lo his 
credit during his Vietnam tour. 
As helicopter pilot he was 
the aircraft commander and 


participated in recovery and 
rescue of aircraft and person­ 
nel that had been shat .’own 
or had had trouble 
He als ) 
participated with assault force 
operat ions. 
Along with regular assign­ 
ments Ii*' said that each unit 
t tkos part in some civic ac­ 
tivity in South \ i*'i nam. His 
ccmi»anv took par; in MUD­ 
CAP, 
Medical 
Civic 
Action 
Program. This 
involved 
se­ 
curing a village 
.uni then 
taking in learns o‘ people 
doctors, mu’ses, and aid people 
from the slate department 
- 
to hel() the villagers with sani­ 
tation. 
improving 
farming 
methods of growing crops and 
most 
important, 
give 
them 
medical aid. 
Tho rm*n would 
pass out sonp md candy and 
were surprised to learn that 
the villagers had never S .‘en 
soap. 
When ask his opinion on 
how the w ar was going, Capt. 
Steele su d that tv1 conia giv* 
only his opinions which should 
not be taken as official and 
th a ’ thee were based only on 


the limited part of the situ­ 
ation that he had witnessed. 
But he could see no early end 
to the conflict 
over there. 
The 
Vietnamese 
have 
been 
in a state of war all ot tneii 
lives and know no other way 
of life. 
When the Viet Cong have 
corno out in force, the young 
army Captain said, "We have 
been (hie to st >p them cold, 
bin when thev resort to guer­ 
rilla warfare, we are on the 
defensive 
cad it is difficult to 
fight on the defensive. 
Another factor which tends 
to 
complicate 
the 
military 
position 
is 
that 
extreme 
measures are taken to pro­ 
tect 
the civilian population. 
When an aircraft draws fire 
over a village, they cannot 
return that fire unless it has 
been scheduled on the oper­ 
ation. 
The military works 
closely with the South Viet­ 
namese government and only 
those approved by the Sou’h 
Vietnamese are 
fired 
upon. 
In this way, VC cannot enter
